In the first draft of their consti- 


tution and by-laws, they've also 
set forth provisions for member- 
ship, that to be limited to high 
school students only. Visitors will 
be allowed o n l y through a 
"guest" arrangement. 


Of particular significance is the 


fact that there will be a dues 
arrangement, indicating that the 
center will not be required to de- 
pend solely on adult contribu- 
tions. That move is in itself ad- 
mirable because it's probably a 
proved fact that contributing 
members are less liable to begin 
breaking up the furniture.

Of course, particular mention 


should go to John Roe, who gladly 
contributed the youth center space 
tent-free. The members will be re- 
quired only to pay for the lights 
and heat. This they should manage 
to do quite readily. 


'An & personal note, we're hap- 


py to note this outburst of youth- 
ful energy. This newspaper will 
follow with great Interest the 
subsequent activities of this now- 
inspired group with the hope that 
they may be the forerunner of 
something even more promising 
and worthwhile for our city's 
youth.

Both challenged the validity of the 
baseball player reserve clause.

Stratton's " inauguration Jan. 
12,

"I'm sure we will not lift the 


debt limit," Millikin told inter^ 
viewers. "If we went on the Tru- 
man budget we would have to in- 
crease it, but we're not."

"Should Know Burden" 
' 


Taft,-GOP Senate -leader, said 


the public ought to know "just 
what a terrific burden was left to 
us by the Truman administration", 
with its spending plans—as repre- 
sented riot only in the $78,600,000,- 
000 budget former President Tru- 
man sent to Congress for the year] 
beginning July l, but in five-year 
planning for military outlays.

M. Dodge, at a White House brief- 
ing for congressional l e a d e r s 
Thursday, had outlined the long- 
range military spending plans of 
the Truman regime and estimated 
that if they were followed the na- 
tional debt would rise to 300 bil- 
lions in 1958. 


That would require an increasa 


in the present 275 billion dollar 
debt limit, a move the Eisenhower 
administration is determined to 
avoid. 


The Ohio senator already has 


said he expects the new Republi- 
can administration to review the 
entire military program. 


Podge has called for reports 


from department heads by March 
t on spending cuts they can recom- 
mend in their fields. However, he 
is understood to have been met in 
some instances with requests from 
military officials for more money, 
not less. 


Byrd's Views 


Sen. Byrd (D-Va), among sena- 


tors who lunched with President 
Eisenhower Thursday, said in a 
statement that the best field for 
savings lies in more than 100 bil- 
ion dollars in appropriations made 
by Congress which government de- 
partments and agencies haven't 
spent yet.

About the Hereafter

NEW YORK — UB — Americans 


never had it so good on earth. 


And a majority are smugly sure 


that, when they die, they will have 
it good in an afterlife, too. They 
are more certain of Heaven than 
they are afraid of Hell. 


Since the World War II, the 


United States has seen a growing 
revival of interest 
in 
religion. 


Church membership has increased, 
books-on religious topics often hit 
the best seller lists. 


Clerics naturally are pleased 


that, even in the midst of wide- 
spread material prosperity, more 
and more people are turning to God 
for a final answer to the tension of 
our , times. 
Some, however,'are 


troubled by questions as to the real 
depth and understanding of reli- 
gious issues this revival of in- 
terest raises. 


Making Survey 


How the American people feel 


on the fundamental tenets of reli- 
gion? Catholic Digest, a monthly 
magazine, is making a series of. 
surveys to find out. Its most recent 
poll had some unexpected and dis- 
turbing results, 
i 


It found that 99 per cent of 


Americans over 18 years of age 
believe in the existence of God, but 
only 77 per cent think their own 


individual souls will live on after 
death. 


What happens in this afterlife? 


Some 72 per cent of all adult 
Americans believe there is a heav- 
en, where people who have led 
good lives will be eternally re- 
warded. But only 58 per cent, on 
the other hand, believe there is a 
Hell in which bad people who died 
without regretting their sins will 
live in eternal damnation. 


Americans Optimistic 


As to their own chances of being 


punished in the hot hereafter, 
Americans are surprisingly opti- 
mistic. Their high opinion of their 
own goodness is shown by the fact 
that only 12 out of 100 think there 
is any real possibility of their going 
to Hell. 


.Catholic Digest finds this atti 


tude dismaying, and proof that 
America, whether it is a righteous 
nation or not, is certainly too self 
righteous. 


While some religious leaders are 


disturbed by what they feel is an 
overly complacent attitude toward 
the afterlife, atheist leaders face 
what is for them an even more 
doleful problem.

Ex-Communicate Priest Who 
Sees Doom for Non-Catholics 


. BOSTON—^/D—The Rev. Leonard 
J. Feeney, the priest who insisted 
non-Catholics cannot attain salva- 
tion, has been excommunicated by 
the Roman Catholic Church. 


The order was issued by the Sa- 


cred Congregation of the Holy Of- 
fice in Rome and made public 
Thursday night in The Pilot, offi- 
cial publication of the Boston Arch- 
diocese. 


But the 55-year-old priest refused 


to acknowledge the dictum, declar- 
ing, "I am not excommunicated.

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Stevenson's Criticism Showed Careless 


Lack of Vital Facts 


Adlai Stevenson's first major speech since his defeat 


for the presidency was admirable in its generalities of fair- 


' minded opposition and its tone of good-humored sportsman- 
ship. But when it descended to particulars of criticism 
a'gainst the new administration, it often showed a glaring 
lack of facts. 


Stevenson's celebrated sense of humor obviously was 


not a casualty of the election. He made his little jokes and 
turned many a happy phrase. 


In more sober vein, he pledged constructive opposition 


to President Eisenhower and the Republican 83rd congress, 
and said the government would have Democratic support so 
long as it worked in the public and the national interest. 


He declared, more sensibly than many of his eager fol- 


lowers, that 25 days is too short a s;pan in which to judge a 
new president. He proposed to bide time and allow the Eisen- 
hower administration full chance to develop its programs.

Despite these fine resolves, however, Stevenson could 


not resist commenting upon some events since Jan. 20, espe- 
cially in the foreign field. And here he strayed sadly from 
the facts. 


Secretary of State Dulles' recent blunt warnings to 


Western Europe on the issue of European unity seemed to 
Stevenson a sign we have turned to bullying our allies and 
.ignoring their legitimate doubts and fears. 
— 
Stevenson apparently.felt Dulles' conduct in Europe re- 


!sembled the "bull in the china shop," and he implied a con- 
;trast to Democratic handling of these matters. He seemed 
-to suggest further that much American opinion runs con- 
; trary to the Dulles approach. 


But the fact is that the overwhelming majority of 


I Americans support this new tack, including many Democrats 
-in congress and many of Stevenson's friends in the state

Pearson as a "Liar, Political Faker"

In pursuit of my purpose to discredit Drew Pearson by proving 


that he is a liar, a faker and a political conspirator with a strong 
preference for Communists, shown by the fact that he regularly 
employed at least two Communists, I present today further lesti 
mony in the investigation of the flight of General Pang Tsu Mow. Mow 
is a Chinese procurement officer, who was attached to the mission of 
the Republic of China in Washingto'n. He fled to Mexico where he was 
arrested last August by Mexican federal police on the authority of the 
office of the Mexican attorney general. The testi- 
mony which I present was given under oath by 
John G. Broady, a New York lawyer representing 
the Republic of China,, to a subcommittee of the 
Senate judiciary committee last Dec. 2 in-Washing- 
ton. 


The Nationalist Chinese government seeks to 


recover about $7,000,000 and extradite Mow to For- 
mosa. 
Other officers associated with Mow fled 


;o Communist China. If Mow should be extradited 
to Formosa he might be put to dea\h. Pearson's 
own lawyer, William A. Roberts, of Washington, is 
attorney for General Mow and I have already presented testimony by 
Broady that Mow, in jail in Mexico, told him, in substance "that he 
had been referred to Roberts and, I believe introduced to Roberts, by 
Drew Pearson or by Drew Pearson's leg-man, Jack Anderson." 


The ensuing testimony by Broady may be rather complex, requir- 


ng concentration on the part of the reader, so let us have order in 
the court. 


Edward R. Duffy, the investigator for the subcommittee, was 


conducting the examination in the presence of Senator Arthur V. Wat- 
dns, of Utah, presiding.

Cohon & 


Company and by, one Oliver Kis- 
ich. He interpreted this procedure 
to indicate that Roberts "was at- 
tempting to conceal his payments 
to Kisich." 
Otherwise, he Sug- 


gested, Roberts would have en- 
dorsed the check himself instead 
of having his brokers buy it from 
Bankers Trust, charging the $10,- 
000 to his account, and having the 
brokers endorse it, too. 


Kisich is an ex-employe of the 


American State Department who 
gave assistance to Mow in getting 
to Mexico and getting settled. 


Broady next testified to a trans- 


action whereby $20,000 more found 
its way from Roberts' special ac- 


count with Morris Cohon to the 
account of Roberts & McGinnis in 
the National Metropolitan Bank of 
Washington. 
Next he 
presented 


photostatic copies of checks rep- 
resenting. $15,000 apparently paid 
to Kisich inasmuch as his en- 
dorsement

Three-Meals-Per-Day Schedule Should Be Reached Gradually

Now that the baby is getting a 


larger variety and quantity of 
solid foods, he is able to go for 
longer periods of time without 
eating. 


We said before that with the ad- 


dition of solids, he would begin 
working 
toward a 
three-meals- 


per-day schedule. This, like every- 
thing else, won't Happen overnight 
or at any set time. It may be that 
your -baby has already made the 
switch; perhaps he won't be ready 
for some time. There is no need 
to hurry him, but you can be 
manipulating things a bit in that 
direction. 
^ 


During this period of transition 


to three meals a day, .it doesn't 
matter when the baby drinks his 
milk, so long as he gets at least 
20 ounces a day. We don't mean 
by this that you can give him 
milk so immediately before a meal 
that it will spoil his appetite, but 
it is permissible to eliminate milk 
at lunch if he drinks about seven 
ounces in the middle of the morn- 
ing. 


We repeat that a schedule like 


this should be reached gradually. 
After breakfast, return him to bed 
for as long as he will stay happily. 
If the baby cries for milk at 10 
a.m. and has little appetite at 12 
or his solids, he isn't ready for a 
three-meal-a-day regime. 


By the time your baby reaches 


lis ninth month, he may be doing 
all or some of the following things: 


1. Sitting up. 
Some 
babies, 


usually fatter ones, will have a 
hard time assuming the sitting 
position for several months yet, 
DUt once they are seated they can 
lold the pose easily. 


2. 
Rolling over.

is 


trouble with this also if the baby 
s heavy. Or maybe he just doesn't 
want to. 


3. Adding

4. Moving rhythmically to mu- 


sic.

as many ways of creping a n d 
crawling as there are babies. 1 
yours develops a rare, unorthodox 
way of self-propulsion, let him do 
it that way. Some babies don' 
creep at all; they just wait a while 
longer than their brothers before 
they try locomotion, then stand up 
and walk one fine day. 


When your baby begins to creep 


remove from his reach anything 
with sharp points or other harmfu 
characteristics. But in each room

When Military Paints 
Grim Picture of Future

WASHINGTON (B-This is the 


season when the 
pictuie turns 


grim and things are in a hell of 
a fix. 


It is the lime when each of the 


armed forces tells how good it is. 


It is the time of budget-making. 


It happens every year, in peace 
and war. 


Some years there are mysteri- 


ous rumors of foreign submarines 
cruising off American shores. Oth- 
er years there are vapor trails 
from highflying, unseen, unknown 
aircraft above the northern defense 
perimeter. And some years peo- 
ple just sit down and add up all 
the military and diplomatic per- 
plexities and intelligence 
esti- 


mates and come up with a broad 
and brooding and black picture. 


Get Gloomy Story 


A group of congressional leaders 


emerged Thursday from a White 
House session with military, intel- 
ligence and national security coun- 
cil officials speaking 
cryptically 


but apprehensively of the briefing 
they had. 


Across the Potomac at the Pen- 


tagon the armed 
forces' 
three 


services wanted folks to know how 
each of them was ready to fight 
any kind of war in any kind of 
place. 


The Navy announced it had de- 


veloped a fully pressurized flying 
suit which would allow "Navy pi- 
lots" (the press release didn't say 
why other pilots couldn't wear it 
too) to "travel in safety in the 
extreme upper atmosphere — or 
even in outer space." 


The account had the rapt and 


slightly annoyed interest of the 
Air Force. 


Air Force Has One 


The Air Force, with practically 


no urging, was ready to produce 
a press release it issued last Oct. 
4, saying it then had a new type 
pressure suit "enabling pilots to 
survive in the near vacuum of flie 
upper atmosphere." In that re- 
lease, the author waited until he 
got down eight paragraphs to say 
the suit "resembles to some ex- 
tent the popular conception of a 
space suit." 
.-The Army, perhaps not wanting 
to be overlooked when ideas about 
rocket-age arsenals were 
being 


circulated, came up with a sum- 
mary of its program in the guided 
missile field. It announced: 


"The Army now has weapons 


that aim 
themselves 
after 
the 


trigger is pulled—and it is almost 
impossible for them to miss a tar- 
get. . . . Fantastic though it may 
seem, one of the Army's surface- 
to-air missiles . . . carries a guid- 
ance system designed to out-ma- 
neuver and hit enemy aircraft." 


The enemy plane, said the Army, 


may "dive, climb, bank, side-slip 
or turn tail—but the Army's new 
weapons still will knock them out 
of the skies." 


The Army's account came out 


late in the day. Presumably there 
wasn't time left for the Navy or 
Air Force to get out reports on 
their fantastic robot weapons.

Malpractice 
Suit Thrown 
Out of Court 


Judge Robert Bracken, circuit 


court, today allowed a motion to 
strike the complaint against Dr. 
William A. McNichols, charged in 
a $120,000 damage suit with med- 
ical malpractice. 


The plaintiffs, Mr. and 
Mrs. 


Prima Passina, Spring Valley, 
were given 30 days in which to file 
an amended complaint with the 
court. 


The Spring Valley couple filed 


the damage suit on Jan. 3. 1952, 
and charged the local eye, ear and 
nose specialist with injuring Mrs. 
Julia Passina by removing a por 
tion of her right vocal cord in an 
operation on Jan. 21, 1950. 


Judge Bracken held the hearing 


today on a "motion to strike the 
complaint" filed on Feb. 1.

SPRINGFIELD. 111.— W)— Eleven 


proposals for amending the state 
Constitution have been laid before 
the Illinois General Assembly, just 
getting -down to business in its six 
months session. 


Most of those on file and more 


to come are headed for the legis- 
lative waste basket since any As- 
sembly is permitted to recommend 
changes to only three articles of 
the 1870 basic charter. 


Top 
riority is expected to be 


given to plans on changing the 
state treasurer's term, the court 
system and remapping legislative 
districts. 


Stratton's Objectives 


These 
three 
objectives 
were 


adopted by Gov. William G. Strat- 
ton in his inaugural message. 


Two years ago, former Gover- 


nor Stevenson's advice was disre- 
garded on two of the three amend- 
ments he advocated, and there is 
no assurance that Stratton will 
fare better. 


For one thing, many legislators 


take a chill view of any far reach- 
ing revision of the state judicial 
system — such as the ojie pro- 
posed by a joint committee of the 
Chicago and Illinois Bar Associa- 
tions. 


The bar group wants places on 


the bench filled by appointment 
rather than by election. Its aim is 
to take judges out of politics. 


May Support Plan 


Stratton has indicated he may 


support the bar group's plan, pro- 
vided some features are modified. 


None of the amendments submit- 


ted so far deals with the Consti- 
tution's judicial article but the bar 
committee has promised one, and 
there might be others. 


Sources close to the governor 


say he intends to press for action 
first on a resolution calling for a 
lour year term for state treasur- 
ers. 
A treasurer now is elected 


for two years.

Canada Cuts 
Income Tax 
$361 Million 


OTTAWA—I/PI—Canada's govern- 


ment announced a new budget 
Thursday night to cut taxes an es- 
timated 361 million dollars in 1954. 
It included an 11 per cent drop in 
the income tax and reduction in 
corporation levies. 


The new program also: 
1. Reduced the cost of legal ciga- 


rets to 35 cents a pack by lopping 
four cents off the federal take Im- 
mediately. 


2. Eliminated a 10 per cent sales 


tax on newsprint for domestic con- 
sumers only. It was not assessed 
on newsprint sold to U. S. papers. 


3. Removed its $2.50 a year radio 


license fees. 


4. Trimmed an estimated one 


million dollars a year in import 
tariffs, on manufactured articles, 
most of them bought from the 
United States. 


The income tax cut is effective 


July 1. With that, it was estimat- 
ed, approximately two-tliirds of the 
Canadian taxes imposed following 


the outbreak of the Korean War 
in 1950 will have been removed. 


The budget predicted the govern- 


ment, in the fiscal year beginning 
April 1, would spend $1,462,000,000, 
including just over two billion dol- 
lars for defense. Income was esti- 
mated at a record $4,-173.000,000 
which would leave a surplus of 11 
million dollars in Canada's eighth 
successive revenue excess. 


Present average income taxes- 


including an unchanged 2 per cent 
social security tax—for a married 
man with two children range from 
$130 
on an income of $3.000 to 


$24,406 on $50,000. Under the new 
schedule, estimated tax figures in 
1953 for these brackets would be 
$126 and $22,397. 


The corporation tax previously 


took 20 per cent of the first $10,000 
in profits and 50 per cent of all pro- 
fits above that figure. Under ,the 
new budget, the tax will be 18 per 
cent on the first $20,000 and 47 
per cent on all above that.

What is a strike pocket hit? A 


ball which first strikes the number- 
one pin on the right side, then hits 
he number-three pin on the left 
side and continues hooking in and 
smacks the .number-five pin, also 
on the right side. 


The number-five pin is the big 


pin in getting your strikes. 


If the ball is a mere fraction 


of an inch to one side or the other 
n striking the 1-3 pocket, the" pins 
do not react aa they should. The 
result generally causes a split or 
a difficult spare to try to pick up. 


And from 60 feet, the human 


eye cannot always 
detect 
the 


slight deflection of the ball as it 
moves into the pocket. Then, too, 
oine balls which strike the 1-3 
>ocket correctly are npt turning 
properly and the ball tends to 
'flatten out" and miss the number- 
ive pin entirely. 
Because such a ball does not 
trike the pins properly after it 
has hit the pocket, the pins do not 
eact as they should and you have 
missed your strike.

last year with the ICC. In it, the 
bus company charged that it has 
been losing money on its service 
between Mt. Morris and Oregon. 
Mt. Morris officials disputed the 
petition, declaring that if the bus 
firm operated the service properly 
it would be supported. 


Five round trips between the 


two communities are being made 
daily except Sundays and holidays 
in the current test.
